No Conflict, He Says. 


Vishinsky argued that there 
was no conflict, as Western 
spokesmen said, between their 
demand that an enforcement 
agency must be set up before 
any disarmament program is be- 
gun and the Russian stipulation 
that disarmament treaties and 
the creation of a control agency 
should be “simultaneous.” 

Both could be accomplished in 
the same treaty, he contended, 
and the control agency could be 
perfected when it was deter- 
mined what its duties would be, 
thus being ready to function 
when provisions of an arms re- 
duction became effective. 

He did not think the same 
agency could police arms reduc- 
tion, conventional weapons and 
nuclear weapons as stipulated 
by the West. Therefore, Soviet 
proposals suggested establish- 
ment of two separate enforce- 
ment groups. Vishinsky, how- 
ever, did not see this difference 
as a matter for serious disagree- 
ment. 

The Soviet spokesman said he 
was unable to understand the 
reluctance of his opponents to 
accept the Russian proposals for 
consideration without demand- 
ing “clarifications,” as they 
clearly were self-explanatory.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP) 
--The Government today asked 
for a jail sentence for Clyde L. 
Powell on contempt charges, but 
attorneys for the former FHA 
official contended he was within 
his rights in refusing to answer 
some questions befor: a grand 
jury. 

United States District Judge 
F. Dickinson Letts withheld de- 
cision after hearing two hours 
of arguments. The judge would 
fix the penalty if Powell is con- 
victed. 

Powell, ousted head of rental 
housing for the Federal Housihg 
Administration, pleaded not 
guilty to the criminal-contempt 
charge, based on his refusal to 
say whether he took official of- 
fice diaries and desk memos 
with him when he left his post 
last April. He claimed protec- 
tion of the Fifth Amendment 
against self-incrimination. 

Max H. Goldschein, special 
assistant to Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, told the court 
it was “ridiculous” to allow Pow- 
ell to plead the Fifth Amend-

Maher told the court that 
Powell testified before the grand 
jury he kept ‘“‘no official diary,” 
that he removed “nothing except 
his personal papers and belong- 
ings, and that he took no cal- 
endar pads.” 


Fired After Resigning. 


Powell, a former St. Louisan, 
resigned as head of FHA’s ren- 
tal housing division a few days 
before the White House an- 
nounced last Aprii that it was 
launching a full-scale inquiry of 
alleged excessive profits made 
by some builders of FHA-backed 
apartment projects. Powell's 
resignation, which had been ac- 
cepted, was then held up and 
later he was formally fired. 

Powell has refused to answer 
questions before the Senate 
Banking Committee on three 
separate occasions .during its 
long investigation of the hous- 
ing program. He claimed the 
constitutional protection against 
self-incrimination. 

The special grand jury which 
brought the presentment against 
Powell Oct. 18 says he also re- 
fused to answer questions, It is 
looking into his conduct as a 
20-year FHA employe and into 
many other aspects of alleged 
housing irregularities. 

The Banking Commttee has 
heard testimony that Powell de- 
posited in a Washington bank 
$138,000 more than his gov- 
ernment tax pay during the 
years 1945 to 1953. A Wash- 
ington architect also accused 
him demanding and getting $10,- 
000 cash to approve an F HA- 
insured mortgage increase on 
a Negro apartment project.

Republican National Chairman 
Leonard W. Hall today accused 
the previous Democratic Admin- 
istration of conducting a “steal- 
away” program climaxed by the 
FHA scandals.

GREEK EDUCATOR ASSAILS 
BRITISH IN CYPRUS DISPUTE 


Cyprus’s continuing status as 
a British colony gravely weakens 
the West’s moral and military 
defenses against Russia,. Presi- 
dent Apostolos Dascalakis of the 
University of Athens, Greece de- 
clared here yesterday. 

Dr. Dascalakis, professor of 
history and a U.N. adviser on 
the Cyprus question, is touring 
American universities to confer 
on educational questions, includ- 
ing Cyprus schooling. The Brit- 
ish Governor of the island has 
made it a crime to criticize gov- 
ernment policy or to advocate 
reunion with Greece, he said. 
“In Cyprus, a land with an an- 
cient civilization going back 3000 
years,” Dr. Dascalakis said, “the 
British Governor permits stu- 
dents to learn only a British- 
expurgated version of history. 
And the British willfully en- 
courage Communrsts as a divi- 
sive measure.

On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the enclosed space, retire alone to one of the voting 


booths so provided, and shall prepare his ballot for voting in the following manner: Should the voter desire to vote a “straight

party ticket he shall place a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below the party name. If the voter desires to vote for one 
or more candidates on more than one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called a “split ticket” he may place a eross (X) 
mark in the circle immediately below one party name and mark cross (X) marks in the squares at the left of the names of candi- 


dates on other tickets for whom he wishes to vote. 


If the voter desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names 


do not appear on the printed ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name of candidate for such office, and 
writing below such cancelled name the name of the person for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in the square at 
the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take precedence over the cross marked in the circle. Where there are two 
or more candidates for like office in a group, a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of a candidate's name automatically votes 
against the candidate whose name appears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the circle in which appears the 
cross (X) mark, unless the voter indicates another candidate to be voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's name. 
All candidates of the party whose ¢ircle is marked shall be counted as veted for excepting where’ squares are crossed preceding 
If two or more candidates for the same office are thus designated, neither shall be 
counted. If the cross (X) is not placed in the circle immediately below the party name at the head of the column, but does 
appear in the squares opposite the various candidates’ names, then only thes¢ names shall be counted for, and none other. A 
cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line at an angle within the voting space, and no ballot shall be declared void

It shall not be lawful to deface or tear a ballot in any manner nor to erase 


any printed name (except as provided above in this section), figure, word or letter thetefrom, nor to erase any mark made thereon 
by such voter, nor enclose in the folded ballot any other paper or any article, If the voter deface or tear a ballot, or wrongly 
mark the name or make an erasure therein, he may obtain one additional ballot on returning to a judge in charge of the ballots 
the one so defaced or wrongly marked. A ballot placed in the ballot box without any marks shall not be counted. Ballots shall 
be counted only for the person for whom the marks thereon are applicable; wheo a voter shall place a mark against two or more 
names for the same office, and only one candidate is to be chosen for the office, none of the candidates shall be deemed to have 
been voted for and the ballots shall not be counted for either such candidate. Before leaving the booth the voter shall fold his 
ballot in such a manner as to conceal his marks thereon. He shall mark his ballot without undue delay. He shall then hand the 
ballot to the judge of election selected to take ballots. The voter ball quit and leave said enclosed place as soon as possible,

John Von Neumann, who has been appointed 
by President Eisenhower a member of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, is a distinguished mathe- 
matician and scientific theorist whé contributed 
heavily ‘to the development of the hydrogen 
bomb. He has been a professor at the Institute 
of Advanced. Study in Princeton, N.J., working 
under the direction of the head of that institute, 
J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

Dr. Von Neumann most certainly appears to be 
eminently qualified to serve as the successor to 
Eugene M. Zuckert on the AEC. The remarkable 
thing about his appointment is that it brings to 
the AEC a man who testified in Dr. Oppenheim- 
er’s behalf at. the hearings last spring which 


resulted in the AEC’s branding Dr. Oppenheimer 


a security risk. 

Dr. Von Neumann was one of a long list of 
scientists and Government officials who testified 
that they had complete confidence in Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s loyalty, discretion and integrity. His 
testimony was especially impressive on the 1943 
Chevalier incident, which loomed so large in the 
findings. Dr. Von Neumann Said: 

Look, you have to view the performance 
and the character of a man as a whole. This 
episode, if true, would make me think that 
in the course of 1943 he was not emotion- 
ally and intellectually prepared to handle 
this kind of a job; that he subsequently 
learned how to handle it, and handled it 
very well, I know. 

In our opinion, Dr. Von Neumann thus showed 
good judgment on security questions. But if his 
judgment was good, then the judgment of those 
AEC members who condemned Dr. Oppenheimer 
must have been bad. And if Dr. Von Neumann 
is the one who was mistaken, or “soft,” or other- 
wise inadequate, then how does it happen that 
he is now elevated to the AEC? 

It may be suggested that this appointment is 
in the nature of a bone tossed to the pro-Oppen- 
heimer scientists—that though he succeeds Com- 
missioner Zuckert, who voted against Dr. Op- 
penheimer, Dr. Von Neumann in spirit takes 
the place of Dr. Henry D. Smyth, resigned, who 
voted the other way. But appointments to the 
AEC ought not to be made on any such basis. 

Either the AEC was right in the Oppenheimer 
case or it was wrong. The appointment of an 
eminent scientist who conspicuously disagrees 
with the AEC’s judgment leaves the Oppenheim- 
er case more open to question than ever. _

Gov. Dofinelly says he hopes that sometime 
this week he will be able to complete member- 
ship of a survey group to study the operations 
and needs of the_riot-torn Missouri Penitentiary.

At the same time that county voters are 
choosing their judges in a frankly partisan and 
political election they also will be deciding 
whether to adopt a charter amendment provid- 
ing for non-political law enforcement. Some 
voters may find this somewhat incongruous. They 
will be right; it certainly is. 

If it is important to take politics out of police 
work—and that is the-principal aim of the char- 
ter proposal—it is even more important to lift 
the judiciary above the mire of ‘partisanship. 
How can the courts of St. Louis county be freed 
of participating in primaries and elections? Eas- 
ily enough. All that needs to be done is to make 
use of the nonpartisan court plan, which is a 
part of the Missouri Constitution. 

Nonpartisan selection of Judges is now the 
rule for filling vacancies on the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, the State Courts of Appeals at St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Springfield and the Cir- 
cuit and Probate Courts in St. Louis and Jack- 
son County. The plan also applies to the St. 

» . 


Louis Courts of Criminal Correction. Any judi- 
cial area may gain the benefits of the non- 
partisan court plan by invoking the section 
of the Constitution which permits a vote on 
adopting the plan. St. Louis county voters de- 
serve the opportunity of deciding whether they 
will take advantage of it. 
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Didn't They Know? 


“No one dared call his program a wedge for 
Socialism.” 

So President Eisenhower said of Alfred E. 
Smith in his tribute to the late Governor of New 
York. The only thing wrong with the statement 
is that a lot of people did dare to make that 
charge. One of them was Herbert Hoover. 

Delivering a major 1928 campaign address in 
New York's Madison Square Garden, G.O.P. 
Nominee Hoover hit directly at the New York 
Governor's policies on.electric power and farm 
relief. Mr. Hoover charged that Mr. Smith had 
“abandoned the tenets of his own party” and had 
turned to “State Socialism.” Then Mr. Hoover 
appealed to the voters to re-install the Republi- 
can party in power in the White House in order 
to prevent the application of ‘‘paternalistic and 
sociaHstic doctrines.” 

That. was on Oct. 22, 1928. Four nights later, 
Alfred E. Smith delivered his memorable answer 
in the Boston Arena. The New York Governor 
said that “Socialism!” was the old cry of the 
forces of reaction that opposed progressive legis- 
lation. He*said he had been called “Socialist” 
times without number. He cited bill after bill, 
designed to improve the lot of working men and 
widows and orphans, which he had supported in 
the Assembly at Albany and which the Old 
Guard leaders had denounced as “Socialism.” 

But hear again words that brought cheers 
from the sidewalks of New York: 

Take the workmen’s compensation act. 
What was the argument against it? Because 
it set up an insurance company under state 
ownership and state operation it was re- 
ferred to as Socialism. 

Take the factory code. Take the night 
work law for women. The law prohibiting 
the working of children in tanneries. The 
law prohibiting the working of women in 
the core rooms of foundries. 

All that great factory code in New York 
designed to protect the health, the welfare 
and the well being of men, women and chil- 
dren over the last 25 years has been re, 
ferred to as paternalistic and Socialistic. 

In 1922, when I was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, I advocated the extension of these 
beneficent laws. I was called a Socialist. 

Socialism is the cry of the special inter- 
ests. It is a subterfuge and a camouflage, 
and the people are sick and tired of it. 

The new Governor delighted in, the com- 
pany of distinguished Socialists around him. He 
showed how the Hoover definition made a So- 
cialist of Republican President Theodore Roose- 
velt. He recalled Owen D. Young's support for 
the Smith proposal for a state water power au- 
thority: “If I am a Socialist so is the chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the General Electric 
Co.” And that was only»the start of Al 
Smith’s chapter-and-verse reply to Mr. Hoover. 

We wonder whether Mr. Eisenhower’s speech 
writers did not know that they put completely 
wrong words in the mouth of the President of 
the United States? Or did they know and deliber- 
ately take advantage of the fact that he did not 
know the difference? 
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A Needed Highway Safety Device 

Because of their large size, their interference 
with vision and their potential danger in the 
hands of a careless or unqualified driver, trucks 
are one of the major safety menaces on the high- 
ways. Anything that can be done to make these 
juggernauts safer to operate should be done. 
Yet the American Trucking Association is asking 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to rule 
against a petition that would require all trucks 
to carry an emergency braking device that would 
automatically stop the truck if its brakes fail. 

The truckers express “serious reservations” 
on sueh a device, asserting it could cause sud- 
den stops in heavy traffic. The bump that a 
following vehicle might receive when a truck 
stopped suddenly in slowly moving heavy traffic 
would be nothing to what occurs when the 
brakes fail and a truck runs wild. For instance, 
a 15-ton truck running wild killed three persons 
and injured 14 at Liberty, N.Y., last July 24. 
Six died in a similar accident at Uniontown, 
Pa., in 1952. These instances could be multiplied. 

If the device passes inspection by the ICC it 
should be required as a step in the waging of 
the continual campaign for highway safety. The 
argument that the device might fail’is about as 
convincing as the argument that brakes are 
useless because they too might. fail.

Steadily rising museum attendance figures be- 
speak Director Rathbone’s successful integration 
of the museum with community life. And any- 
one who doubts the fascination of “Westward 
the Way” or its suitability to the Louisiana Pur- 
chase celebration of which it is a part should be 
sure to tour the exhibition. . ’

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Teaching Poor Readers to Read 


The Mirror

Public Opision 


St. Louis public school reading clinics are achieving phenomenal 
results; seventh-grader gains ‘two years in ability in 27 hours’ 
teaching; Korean veteran “thanks God” for sending teacher to 
him; training opens new world of learning—and self-respect. 


G. M. White in the Ladies’ Home Journal 


Assistant Superintendent William 
Kottmeyer, in charge of the reading 
program in the St. Louis public schools, 
says flatly,-“‘All children qualified. to be 
in regular public-school classrooms can 
be taught to read. If they do not learn, 
it is because they are not taught.” 

His statement may well be news to 
many parents whose children have 
stumbled and suffered through school 
because of poor reading ability.. Read- 
ing failure’ has been attributed to any 
number of complex 
factors other than 
inadequate _teach- 
ing. 

Dr. Kottmeyer 
maintains the chief 
factors are educa- 
tional. Here is an 
accounting of 924 
children studied in 
the St. Louis . lan- 
guage-arts centers 
because of failure 
to learn to read. 

Of these cases 
636, or 59 per cent, 
had normal or su- 
perior intelligence. 

AS a group they show more physical 
handicaps than normal groups. Some 
494, or 53 per cent, had a physical 
handicap which might. have had some- 
thing to do with their failure to learn.

An Outstanding Handicap 


Again, this group shows more seeing 
and hearing handicaps than a random 
group—47 per cent had some sight de- 
ficiency and 18 per cent had hearing 
losses greater than a 10 per cent loss 
in either ear. — 


Emotional disturbances among the 
children in this group were a relatively 
minor factor. The best judgment of the 
St. Louis Reading Clinic teachers mak- 
ing these diagnoses is that some 6 per 
cent of the 924 cases showed evidence 
that emotional disturbances interfered 
seriously with their learning to read. 

The outstanding handicapping char- 
acteristic among these 924 cases is that 
approximately 94 per cent either Rave 
never learned or have never been 
taught to associate sounds with letters 
of the alphabet. 

No one can state accurately the num- 
ber of retarded readers in the public 
schools today. Some estimates run as 
high as one third of the total enroll- 
ment. 


‘I’m Just Too Dumb to Learn’ 


In many of our schools children are, 
in effect, being taught to hate reading. 
They are being promoted each year to 
the next higher grade, without ever 
having mastered the one skill essential 
for them to learn from the books. 


For them the classroom is a torture 
chamber and they often express their 
frustration by misbehavior or complete 
passivity in the classroom, end some- 
times by more serious delinquency. 


Here is the case of Ronnie, a seventh- 
grader in St. Louis who could barely 
read fourth-grade material. He told his 
teacher, “I’m just too dumb to learn.” 

His score on a Stanford-Binet Form 
M showed an I.Q. of 106—comfortably 
above average. ° 

With special reading training, in only 
27 clock hours of teaching (two hours 
a week for about three months) he 
gained two. years in reading ability. 

“Well; what do you know—I can 
read!” he told his mother. “They gave 
me a book I cap read!” His blue eyes 
glistened almost. with tears, as though 
he had found a new world—as indeed 
he had.. And along with it, new self- 
respect and pride. , : 

But for these few hours of concen+ 
trated instruction in reading, he might 
have thought himself “stupid” and be- 
haved that. way throughout his life. . 

A Korean veteran who only a few 


years ago learned to read at the lan- 
guage-arts center located in the Ashland 
elementary school returned on leave to 
tell Supervisor’ Kay Ware, “I’m not a 
prayin’ man, but I sure thank God for 
sending me to you.” 

There are many reasons why more 
children are not taught to read well. 
One of the most glaring is the number 
of children most teachers are required 
to teach, 

The average number of children per 
teacher in the St. Louis public schools, 
a typical big-city example, is 38, but 
some schools in the most crowded dis- 
tricts have classrooms crammed with 
as many as 58 children. 


Few public-school systems have read- 
ing clinics, and even in localities where 
reading clinics exist, they offer no real 
solution to the problem of retarded 
readers. 


Remedy Starts With Teachers 


The _ five ell-staffed language-arts 
centers in St. Louis reach directly only 
a small fraction of the number who 
need help among an enrollment of 
some 90,000 in the city’s public schools. 

They also, however, give. demonstra- 
tions and advice to regular classroom 
teachers and provide in-service train- 
ing in the teaching of reading. 


This function of reading clinics, 
though little developed, is the one 
which Dr. Kottmeyer believes holds 


most promise. It is, in effect, applying 
the remedy to the teachers. 

The unique development in the St. 
Louis reading program is the plan for 
special third-grade “classes .of 20.” 

Thirty-nine such classes. have been 
set up in the St. Louis elementary 
schools to concentrate on teaching the 
basic skills—reading, spelli:g and arith- 
metic—to third-graders most deficient 
in these, tool subjects. 

To limit all classes to 20 students, 
however, would require almost double 
the number of teachers presently em- 
ployed in St. Louis as well as greatly 
expanded facilities. 


Many Methods Must Be Used 


The third grade was chosen for the 
classes of 20 because the end of the 
third grade marks the “great divide” 
in elementary schooling. 


Until then, children are not expected 
to learn much on their own from books. 
The teacher is “with them” in the 
learning process constantly. But in the 
fourth grade, and thereafter, books 
come into their hands. If they are not 
equipped to handle them, they are 
likely to fall further behind and de- 
spair of ever catching up. Most chil- 
dren double their proficiency in the 
basic skills in the first four months. 
As they acquire the basic tools of 
learning, behavior problems all but dis- 
appear. 

Most reading specialists now say that 
a variety of methods must be used to 
motivate and to teach children of 
widely varying abilities and attainment 
that are found in every classroom. 
There is no miracle cure for poor read- 
ers except the miracle of teaching.

Between Book Ends 


Richard Bissell Misses 


HIGH WATER, by Richard Bissell. (Little, Brown 

& Co., 280 pgs., $3.75.) 

Mr. Bissell’s new novel is a sad dis- 
appointment. It lacks the sparkling 
high spirits and’ the magically right 
dialogue that were the bright virtues 
of his earlier “‘A Stretch on the River” 
and “7% Cents,” the latter converted 
into the book of the currently success- 
ful Broadway musical, “The Pajama 
Game.”’ 

Worse still, the tone is world-weary, 
flat, dispirited; the dialogue sometimes 
crudely contrived, usually pedestrian, 
infrequently com- 
ing up: ‘almost to 
Mr. Bissell's usual 
level — almost, but 
not yuite. The ac- 
tion is not advanced 
by the. dialogue, 
which needs tight- 
ening up and point- 
ing up. 

The story. of a 
». towboat pushing 
yp eight barges up the 
Mississippi river in 
the teeth of a rising 
flood would seem 
made to order for 
this author. Yet 
“High Water” displays little of the love 
for the river and river towns, the inti- 
mate knowledge of life on the towboats, 
the cordial relations between the river- 
men and their sweethearts, which made 
“A Stretch on the River” so attractive. 

Nor does it indicate any of the talent 
for satire which was introduced into 
“714 Cents” and'which encouraged a 
London reviewer of the English edition 
(retitled ‘A Gross of Pajamas’) to ex- 
press the hope that we were seeing here 
the rise of a satiric talent on the order 
of Sinclair Lewis. 

“High Water” starts at a Katz Drug 
Store in St. Louis. The last chapter 
Starts at the same Katz Drug Store and 
winds up at City Hall. In-between Mr. 
Bissell mentions such familiar objects 
as the Alton lock, Boatmen’s Bank, 
Hannibal, Callaway county, Famous- 
Barr, Grafton, the Mark Twain Hotel, 
Eads Bridge, Budweiser, the Waterways 
Journal, and the Marine Hospital. His 
heroine is Marie Chouteau, “one of the 
St. Louis Chouteaus” according to her. 


His hero, the mate of the Royal 
Prince, Duke Snyder (Bissell likes to 
use baseball players’ names, sometimes 
Slightly changed as here) discovers 
Marie marooned on top of her house 
six miles from Hannibal: But this:does 
not happen until page 174: and while 
the publishers make much of Marie, 
showing her on the dust jacket ma- 
rooned without a shirt, Mr. Bissell does 
not make very much of her at all, and 
as far as this reviewer is concerned 
he might as well not have brought her 
up. 
The Royal Prince finally piles up on 
the C.B.&Q. railroad drawbridge at 
Quincy, Il]., and all hands are drowned 
except Duke, Marie, and a few others, 
but the event is without drama or 
interest. 

In one incident of the book Duke 
and Marie are on their way to City 
Hall in St. Louis to get married. They 
stop in at a restaurant with the Grease 
Cup, who is the chief enginéer; and 
Marie is so torn between raspberry pie 
and the chocolate whipped cream pie

‘that Duke orders both for her. 


“*T told you this St. Louis was a wild 
town, honey,’ I said. ‘Yeah, this here 
town is wide open when it comes to 
them tantalizing pastry goods,’ the 
Grease Cup said.” 

So even in “High Water” Mr. Bis- 
sell can be amusing when he likes. The 
trouble is that in this book he doesn't 


like often enough.

That campaign imposes responsi- 
bility upon state organizations 
and the latent antagonisms and 
jealousies in those between the 
Old Guard and the Eisenhower 
element rise again to the surface 
to impede all-out, co-operative 
endeavor. 


The Case of Case. 


There is not, as in the 1952 
presidential election —— 
the symbol which Gen. Eisen- 
hower offered—when he 
himself, a candidate—to unite 
the factions and inspire a com- 
mon front. 

This is especially harmful to 
the Republican party. Its strong 
point always has been good or- 
ganization, much more so than 
with the Democrats. A smoothly- 
working organization is needed 
to get out as big a vote as possi- 
ble from the party faithful. 

Party managers are relying 
heavily upon getting out the full 
organization vote which at times 
has been enough to win in the 
normally light vote of off-year 
elections. 

Most dramatic, as well as most 
publicized, among conflicts be- 
tween the G:O.P. Old Guard 
and the Eisenhower group is 
the bitter vendetta of old line 
Republicans in New Jersey 
against Representative Clifford 
P. Case, a recognized Eisen- 
hower adherent, who is the 
party’s candidate for Senator. 


Old Guard Lies Down.

Dewey suddenly issued an 
invitation to lunch in New York 
City at exactly the Same time 
President Tubman was. sched- 
uled to be visiting with Mrs. 
Roosevelt in Hyde Park, The 
Dewey invitation includes a 
round of ceremonies in New 
“York which would make it im- 
possible for the Liberian presi- 
dent to visit Hyde Park. The 
trip to Hyde Park was sched- 
uled some time ago, and Dew- 
ey’s office was apprised of this 
in advance. Perhaps Gov. Dewey 
had heard that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr., now a Democratic 
candidate for attorney general 
of New York, would be at Hyde 
Park too. . 

The Republican rush to wel- 
come and be photographed with 
the President of Liberia has 
been such that the entourage of 
Mohammed Ali, Prime Minister 
of Pakistan, are not at all happy. 
Mohammed Ali, arfiving in 
Washington a few days ahead 
of President Tubman, was not 
greeted by President Eisenhower 
and got nowhere near the same 
enthusiastic attention that Presi- 
dent Tubman got. (Ali rushed 
back to Karachi last week to 
deal with a reported domestic 
political crisis.)

This does not go down par- 
ticularly well with our strongest 
ally in Middle Asia. The United 
States is spending up to about 
$100,000,000 on arms, food and 
other aid to Pakistan in order to 
insure the Russian-Indian-Paki- 
stan border against Communist 
penetration. A strong Pakistan, 
we hope, will offset the neutral 
Nehru and the uncertain policies 
of Burma, Ceylon and Indonesia. 

That is why the Prime Minis- 
ter of Pakistan cannot quite un- 
derstand the attention showered 
on a relatively obscure president 
from a relatively obscure coun- 
try in Africa. He doesn't seem 
to realize, of course, that there 
are not many Mohammedans 
voting in this country, and there 
are a lot of Negroes. 

Ali’s Aids Complain. 

Mohammed Ali, of course, was 
too polite to say anything, but 
his aids have complained pri- 
vately. They note that wHereas 
President Eisenhower did not 
come back from Denver in time 
to see their prime minister, both 
Vice President Nixon and Secre- 
tary of State Dulles rushed to 


Tubman while President Eisen- 
hower stood by in the White 
House as the dignitary from Li- 
beria got the full 21-gun salute. 

The date of President Tub- 
man’s arrival was changed three 
times so that Mr. Eisenhower 
could be present to welcome 
him.

Washington, Lincoln 
Carved in Sapphires

ham Lincoln which have appeared in nearly 


T every medium and in every size from pennies 
and postage stamps to the side of a mountain, 
now have been reproduced in sapphire stones 
valued at $250,000 each —~ just because two 
Armenian-born jewelers are glad to be Ameri- 
cans. The busts of the two Presidents, approxi- 
mately three inches tall, are on display through 
Thursday at Mermod-Jaccard-King. 

Owned by James and Harry Kazanjian, Los 
Angeles gem merchants who came to the United 
States in 1918, the statuettes are two of a pro- 
posed group of great Americans, A third, of 
President Eisenhower, is now being carved, and 
Thomas Jefferson is expected to be added. None 
will be for sale, but the collection will be ex- 
hibited to the public and later presented to a 
museum for permanent display. 
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THE KAZANJIAN BROTHERS have said that 
their reason for turning the gems into like- 
nesses of great Americans is their gratitude to 
their adopted country. They chose Lincoln for 
the first because they came up the hard way 
themselves from immigrant boys to established 
merchants, and they appreciated the opportuni- 
ties in a country where such a man as Lincoln 
could travel from a log cabin to the White House. 
They first set up their gem-cutting shop on

New York’s lower east side, then moved to the 
West Coast in 1928. There they prospered and in 
1946 they were able to bid for five of the world’s 
largest sapphires. The gems could have been 
broken up and cut as jewels at a handsome profit 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars, but the 
Kazanjians decided: instead to use them for 
their “Great Americans” Series. 
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THE PROJECT, however, faced almost as 
many difficulties as did the jewelers’ early 
careers. It required a year of- negotiations even 
to obtain the huge gem from which the Lincoln 
head is carved. Then came the problem of 
creating the likeness without marring the stone. 

A Missourian, Norman ManeSs, a carpenter 
who, because of a war injury, turned to steel en- 
graving and .die cutting, was chosen to do the 
actual carving with the counseling services of 
Merrill Gage, professor of sculpture at the Uni- 
' versity of Southern California. Gage had studied 
with Gutzon Borglum, creator of the Lincoln and 
Washington heads on Mount Rushmore. 

First, Maness tried to cut the 2302-carat gem— 
largest known sapphire in the world—with car- 
borundum, but the sapphire was too hard. Then 
he laboriously worked with diamond grit until 
the approximate shape of the head began to 
emerge and he could work on the fine detail 
of the features. There was a temporary, but 
serious, setback, when a fracture developed by 
the nose and after it was corrected, the entire 
face was done over. Finishing touches were 
applied with tiny wheels only one sixty-fourth 
of an inch in diameter. 

He completed the job in September, 1951, 
nearly two years after its beginning. 
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THE LIKENESS OF WASHINGTON was fin- 
ished this year by Harry B. Derian, sculp- 
tor, d er and artist who spent more. than 
two. years in experimentation and research be- 
fore making a carving on the actual stone. He 
then made seven models of the gem at various 
stages of the carving, perfecting each one be- 
fore starting the work on the original piece. 

This project was considered even more dif- 
ficult than the first, as the sapphire was so 
opaque that even X-rays couldn’t penetrate its 
depth to show how and where to cut. Working 
from Gilbert Stuart’s portrait of Washington and 
Jean Houdon’s bust, Derian held the stone in his 
hand for more than 2500 working hours as he 
carefully cut into it to reproduce the facial 


features.

BECAUSE THE HARDNESS of sapphire is 
second only to that of diamonds, he had to use 
diamond-tipped tools to cut the stone. In the 
18 months he spent on the project, he wore out 
72 of the instruments and another 52 were par- 
tially worn. The Washington head now weighs 
1056 carats. 

The likeness of President Eisenhower is be- 
ing created from a 2097-carat blue-black star 
sapphire. It will require another several months 
to complete.

Schooling by Phone 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


UPPOSE your son is laid up by illness. What happens to 
S his schooling? If it's a one- to three-week illness, he 

simply makes up his scho6l work when he returns to 
school. But suppose it's a chronic illness such as encepha- 
litis, muscular dystrophy or something else that makes ft 
physically impossible for your child to return to school for 
months or years. What then? 

It all depends on the community. Most have visiting 
teachers. The State of lowa went further. lowa educators 
pioneered with an interesting experiment to help such 
chronically ill, or crippled, children better continue their 
schooling away from school, It’s reported in a special article 
by George R. Ludwig, of the lowa State Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction, in a recent issue, Iowa tried school-to- 
home telephone equipment.

THIS CONSISTS of a two-way public address system 
between the classroom and the child at home, connected by 
special telephone lines. The child hears all the activities 
of the classroom. When called on to recite or participate 
in group discussions, the shut-in can manipuate a switch 
and be heard by’ the entire class. The homebound child, 
from his bedside located far from the school, can participate 
in the classroom program in every way except visually. 
Teachers can supply charts and pictures to make up for 
that. 

Ludwig reports that by using such equipment, some 
children have graduated as honor students and gone on to 
college without ever having been inside the school. The 
home-to-school teaching in this way began in 1938. 

The Iowa Division of Special Education recently con- 
ducted a survey among 52 Iowa physicians who had ap- 
proved this method for their young patients. All of the 27 
doctors who returned completed opinions were satisfied 
with this method of instruction. 


Furthermore, 18 letters made specific mention of the 
morale benefits. For instance, ‘It has a very definite boost- 
ing effect on the morale as well as giving her a chance to 
keep up in her studies; there is a bad emotional factor when 
a patient has to fall back from the group she originally 
started with.”

THE PHYSICIANS generally felt that it was most heélp- 
ful to the morale of their patients by allowing them to keep 
up with their classmates and by keeping in contact with 
class and teacher. Improving mental. health seems to im- 
prove physical well-being. 

It’sealso very useful for diverting the homebound child. 
The problem of what to do for a chronically ill child at 
home really bothers busy parents. Classroont assignments 
help to fill those dull “what-to-do” hours. 


Only children of normal or superior intelligence can 
benefit. If a child has trouble keeping up with his class- 
work when he goes to school or if he’s unable to work on 
his own initiative, this system cannot help him. 


This school-to-home telephone service doesn’t replace 

. the visiting teacher. Combinations of visiting-teacher visits 

and the telephone link between classroom and homebound 

child enable average children to keep abreast of their class- 
mates. 

This system has been considered or tried out in other 
communities in the country. It certainly deserves more at- 
tention by boards of education and parent-teacher associ+ 
ations. 


She Saw ‘The Bible Come to Life’ 


Mrs. Mendelson Bach of St. Louis Describes Impressions of Her Tour of Israel

ISITING the land of Israel 
Vis like seeing “the Bible 

‘come to life,” according to 
Mrs. Mendelson Bach who re- 
turned recently from that coun- 
try. One of 15 American and 
Canadian women invited to view 
the progress being made with 
the aid of Israel bord dollars, 
Mrs. Bach thought she had an 
intellectual appreciation of the 
young nation. She found she 
had not anticipated the tre- 


‘mendous impressions she re- 


ceived. 

“My friends here at home say 
my eyes light up when I talk 
about Israel,” she says, “and I 
don’t doubt it. It’s amazing 
how much they've achieved in 
six years. But the thing that 
impressed me most was the vi- 
tality, the dynamic quality of 
life there.” 

The delegation of women, who 
had not known each other pre- 
viously but became good friends 
on their tour, left New York on 
Aug. 3, via El Al airlines, and 
Mrs. Bach recalls that her first 
thrill of the trip was walking 
onto the airfield and seeing the 
plane with its Mogen David 
insignia. 

Airline crew members pro- 
vided a foretaste of the spirit 
of Israel, she says, as they con- 
sisted of Jewish and non-Jewish 
flyers, many of whom had fer- 
ried commercial plans to Israe] 
and become so fervent in their 
admiration that they stayed on 
with the national airline. 


On the drive from Tel Aviv 
to Jersualem, Mrs. Bach's im- 
pression was primarily of the 
change in terrain, the flat. lands 
with oppressive heat and, a few 
kilometers beyond, the cool hills; 
secondly, she noted the work 
that had been done with soil 
reclamation through terracing, 
and finally, as they drove 
through the Judean hills, she 
was surprised at the narrowness 
of the corridor through which 
they traveled, 


“There is sadness,” she Says, 
“because, like Moses, you can 
only look into the promised land. 
Even three priests, who had 
traveled with us, hoping to make 
a pilgrimage into the old city 
were not permitted to cross over 
from the new. We stayed at the 
Kind David hotel from which 
you could get: an occasional 
glimpse of the old city and its 
historie sites, but in back of the 
formal gardens is a barren waste 
of no man’s land and then Arab 
territory.” 

While all is not peaceful in 
Israel] and even now ‘‘shots ring 
out in the night,” the growth in 
building and industry has been 
prodigious.

“To me the one industry that 
typifies all Israel is the Yuval 
Gad in Ashkalon, in the south- 
west near the Egyption border,” 
Said Mrs. Bach. “Here they 
make 66-inch pipes that bring 
water and fertility to the entire 
country. The original land of 
milk and honey was such because 
they had a fine irrigation system 
in those times. The desert is 
not a natural desert: but a man- 
made one, and now where pipes 
have been laid, there is green- 
ery again.” 
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T WAS the head of the Yuval 
] caa who told the delegation: 

“We have two aims, to make 
pipes and to make citizens,” the 
latter a reference to the many 
Oriental refugees who live and 
work there. 

“There has been complete in- 
tegration of peoples in industry 
and everyday living,” Mrs. Bach 
says. “Social workers go into 
the homes of the newcomers 
teaching housewives about nu- 
trition and _ vitamins, helping 
them keep attractive homes and 
gardens. There are classes in 


adult education and women who 
have never known any type of 
freedom in their native lands 
are attending them. To hear the 
little children, many of whom 
knew only persecution and degra- 
dation formerly, say the Shab- 
bat Shalom is a _ wonderful 
thing.” 


About 50 per cent of industrial 
employes are women and there 
are women active in every strata 
of life, women doctors, lawyers, 
a high ranking Navy officer, and 
one woman cabinet member, 
Golda Myerson. Along. with 
Miss Meyerson, the women on 
tour met Mrs. Ben Zwi, wife of 
the president, Prime Minister 
Moshe Sharett, Minister of Fi- 
nance Levi Eshkal, and Minister 
of Development Dov Joseph. 


In their two and one-half week 
stay, they traveled the length 
and breadth of the land visiting 
farms, factories, air installations. 
At Haifa, they observed how 
bond money had been used to 
deepen the Kishon river, so that 
fishing boats could be harbored 
there, permitting the bay of 


Haifa to be used for ocean-going 
vessels. They saw the three 
levels of the city of Haifa, in- 
cluding Mount Carmel at the 
top, visited the Weitzmann In- 
stitute where atomic research is 
being carried out, studied water 
pumping stations in the moun- 
tains near ‘Safat, viewed Ramat 
Rahel, occupied by six nations 
during the war, and traveled the 
Road of Courage, which was 
built under heavy fire. On one 
trip they saw salt being taken 
from the Dead sea; later that 
day, they swam in the Mediter- 
ranean at the opposite side of 
the country. 
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ART of their visit consisted 
Por a housewives’ tour into the 

homes of average families. 
Shortages of electricity and 
water no longer exist so every- 
day living is on a normal level, 
and even in the most modest 
homes, Mrs. Bach noted the 
presence of books and paintings. 

Life is far from grim in 
Israel, Mrs. Bach emphasizes. 
People work hard but they also 
find time to go dancing and din- 
ing in outdoor cafes. There are 
theaters, cinemas, and in prog- 
ress, a magnificent new struc- 
ture for the Israel Philharmonic 
orchestra, which gives concerts 
in halls and on hillsides. The 
city of Ashkalon—‘“built on a 
plan many of our cities could 
copy”—has an impressive civic 
center with town hall, museum, 
library. There is an abundance 
of flowers, gardens reminiscent 
of New Orleans. 

Hotels are “as plushy as any 
resort hotels here” and travelers 
may enjoy iced coffee made with 
ice cream and _ topped with 
whipped cream, plentiful fruits 
and vegetables, Muscat grapes 
that “taste like perfume,” deli- 
cious Jaffa oranges, and an ex- 
otic new hybrid, a cross between 
a melon and a pineapple. Citrus 
groves and peanuts have been 
planted along the old sea road. 
Israeli exports now include 
granite and chemicals, peanut 
butter and beer. 

Mrs. Bach, who lives at 7515 
Buckingham drive, hopes to re- 
turn to Israel some day with her 
10-year-old daughter, Marie. 
Meanwhile she has been making 
speeches here and in other cities, 
in the Israel bond selling cam- 
paign, trying to impart her feel- 
ings concerning the inhabitants 
of Israel. 

“The bus driver who took us 
around was a famous hero of 
the war of liberation,” she says, 
“and he was one of many who 
expressed gratitude for bond 
dollars. But greater than that, 
he told us, was their feeling of 
gratitude for our friendship, and 
for the opportunity to work with 
dignity and earn their own live- 
lihood.”

Before You Paint. 


HAT with all these new fast 
W crying odorless paints, the 

range in stock colors and 
new and improved methods of 
application, some several mil- 
lion people will probably be do- 
ing their own interior decorating 
this month. 

Some of the jobs are going to 
turn out well and some are go- 
ing to turn out bad and the 
chances are that the reason the 
bad ones were bad is that the 
paint. was applied over a dirty 
surface. 

It doesn't make any difference 
if you are painting over wall- 
paper, old paint or a fresh un- 
painted surface—if there are 
dust, dirt and grease on the sur- 
face the. paint is either not go- 
ing to hold or is going to dry 
with streaks in it. The rule to 
follow is to be sure and wash the 
surface before you apply the 
paint. With all the soot and 
smog about these days almost 
every surface that has been 
around for a few months is likely 
to have a thin coating of some- 
thing and, of course, it’s a dead 
certainty that there will be a 
thin coat of grease on the walls 
and ceilings of bathrooms and 
kitchens. ) 

For ordinary surfaces, plain 
soap and water will do fine for 
removing the dirt and after the 
surface has been washed, rinse 
with clear water: If the dirt 
won't respond to this treatment, 
try a little washing soda with 
the water. 

About the best thing to use 
for the job is a sponge for with 
this you can keep most of the 
excess water from dripping to 
the floor. But Just to play safe, 
cover the floor with a cloth or 
papers before you start to work. 
And it’s best if you start at the 
bottom of the wall and work up.

Women are peculiar creatures, aren’t they, Mr. C.? A 
lot of them seem to feel that they need more than a roof 
and a checkbook, in order to be perfectly happy. 

Let’s stand off and take a look at the picture, with the 
help of psychologist Raymond B, Cattell, who has been pre- 
paring a scale to measure the extent to which husbands 
really ‘show affection for their wives. The scale is still in 
the preparatory stage but he gives in a recent book (“A 
Guide to Mental Testing,” London, 1953) many questions 
which he thinks indicative of affection, 
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LET’S SEE if some of these would apply to you. 

1. Husband carries wife’s picture in pocketbook, has it 
on his desk, etc. 

2. Husband senses wife’s moods and respects them. 

3. Husband voices appreciation of wife’s efforts on his 
behalf. 

4. Husband foregoes doing what he enjoys so that he 
may accompany wife to functions that interest her. 

5. Husband plans special treats to celebrate anniver- 
saries.

Growth of An Economic News Service 


Dow Jones Co. Started With Hand-Written Notes, Grew to Nation-Wide Network, Newspaper

NEW YORK, Oct. 25. 


N the fall of 1882, a couple of 
| enterprising young men, 

Charles H. Dow and Edward 
D. Jones, set themeselves up in 
business in a small office in the 
rear of 15 Wall street, in the 
heart of Manhattan’s big money 
district. Out of this cubbyhole, 
they issued each day a steady 
stream of handwritten financial 
news bulletins which were deliv- 
ered by messengers on foot and 
bicycle to nearby New York 
brokerage offices, banks and 
business firms. 

Soon the partners had estab- 
lished a reputation for being 
able to furnish reliable and com- 
petently reported economic news. 
As America in the 1880-1890 dec- 
ade experienced a period of re- 
markable national growth and 
expansion, Dow Jones & Co., 
Inc., grew with it. 

Now celebrating its seventy- 
second anniversary, Dow Jones 
has for many years been a main 
source of economic news in the 
United States. In gathering and 
transmitting financial news the 
company today uses more than 
70,000 miles of leased wires in 
the United States and a large 
network of transcontinental wire 
facilities in Canada. An average 
of 31,000 words a day, is flashed 
by wire to users of Dow Jones 
News Ticker Service in 414 cities 
of the United States and Canada. 
Daily news is carried in the Wall 
Street Journal, founded by Dow 
and Jones in the summer of 
1889 and today the twenty-sixth 
largest weekday newspaper in 
the United States. Weekly news 
is published in Barron’s National 
Business and Financial Weekly 
founded in 1921 and today con- 
sidered an authority on financial- 
market trends and investment 
values. 

When 31-year-old Charles Dow, 
a black-haired, full-bearded calm 
six-footer, and Edward Jones, a 
skinny hot-tempered red-head, 
left the news agency for which 
they had been working to set up 
their own operation back in 1882, 
they began with a force of six 
people, including themselves. 
Today Dow Jones employs more 
than 1200 persons and has fully 
staffed news bureaus in Boston, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Dallas; De- 
troit, Houston, Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh; Port- 
land, Ore., San Francisco, St. 
Louis and Washington, as well as 
in Monteral, Ottawa and Toronto 
in Canada and in London, Eng- 
land, and Paris, France. 

Recently in tracing the earli- 
est operations of Dow Jones, 
Robert M. Feemster, chairman 
of the executive committee of 
the Wall Street Journal, ex- 
plained: “Each item in those 
early handwritten Dow Jones 
news bulletins, known through- 
out the financial community as 
‘the slips,’ contained no more 
than a sentence or two. The style 


of reporting was to say much 


in as little space as possible. 

“Within a year of the com- 
pany’s founding, it started pub- 
lishing, in November 1883, a 
printed daily afternoon sum- 
mary of the bulletins delivered 
during the day. It was a two- 
sheet circular called ‘Customer's 
Afternoon Letters.’ Soon circula- 
tion passed the 1000 mark. This, 
with some increase in size as 
time went on, was the forerun- 
ner of the daily Wall Street 
Journal which the partners fin- 
ally decided to publish after 
seven pioneer years.” 

The Journal started as an 
afternoon paper and its first edi- 
tion, four pages, featured fi- 
nancial briefs, a review of news 
from other cities, a table of bond

quotation and a report on page 
one of the approaching Jake 
Kilrain-John L. Sullivan heavy- 
weight championship fight. 


The Journal quickly estab- 
lished a reputation for accuracy 
and, financial giants like Harri- 
man, Hill and Morgan talked 
willingly to and allowed them- 
selves to be directly quoted by 
Dow Jones reporters. 

* - ® 
S THE Wall Street Journal 
A crew. Dow Jones continued 
to expand its other .opera- 
tions. On Jan. 2, 1897, the com- 
pany began publication of daily 
average closing prices of repre- 
sentative industrial stocks, and 
also averages of railroad stocks. 

“Mr. Dow’s long study of the 
stock market had led to his de- 
veloping a theory of the relation- 
ship between stock market 
trends and business. trends,” 
Feemster explains the origin of 
the Dow Jones Averages, printed 
daily on the financial page of the 
Post-Dispatch and in hundreds 
of other papers throughout the 
country. 

“The theory called for price 
averages, for in the words writ- 
ten some years later by the Wall 
Street Journal’s Willam Peter 
Hamilton—esteemed in his day 
as one of the country’s great 
editors—‘What we need are soul- 
less barometers, price indexes 
and averages to tell us where 
we are going and what we may 
expect. The best, because the 
most impartial, the most re- 
morseless of these barometers, is 
the recorded average of prices 
in the stock exchange’.” 

The innovations made by Dow- 
Jones in the field of transmitting 
financial news mirror the ever- 
increasing tempo of life from 
the '90s to the present time. 

In 1897 to serve its financial 
bulletin customers with instan- 
taneous news, Dow Jones in- 
stalled a page-printing ticker, an 
awkward machine activated by a 
clock mechanism that had to be

wound every half hour. As time 
went on, this machine was re- 
placed by improved machines of 
Dow Jones own manufacture. 
“Dow Jones ticker news today 
is transmitted direct from New 
York to all customers in the 
United States,” Feemster said. 
“All Dow Jones News Service 
tickers, and all standard tele- 
typewriters used for the service, 
everywhere in the United States, 
are activiated by one sending op- 
eration in New York. Dow Jones 
flashes the news of the world to 
its ticker-news customers with a 
speed difficult to comprehend 
without an intimate working 
knowledge of the network of 
communications and the special 
reporting techniques developed 
over many years. The time lag 
between event and publication 
on the Dow Jones ticker service 
is measured in seconds, not min- 
utes, for a news story of real 
consequence.

At the 
60 score, South could get a bet- 
ter picture of his partner’s hand 
by listening to North’s volun- 
tary action over one spade, than 
by making a jump bid which 
might bring an obscure response 
from North 

North’s immediate heart cue 
bid was the merest shade opti- 
mistic, and so was South's final 
grand-slam effort. North could

finesse—a bad gamble.

A Tomato 
For Salad 


By Edith M; Barber 


ALAD has become so much 
S a part of the usual menu 

that greens and vegetables 
for it are always kept on hand. 
Those who are content to use 
the same type of dressing every 
day like to make up a generous 
quantity of French: dressing 
at one time and keep it in the 
refrigerator. 

Of course, if you like, you 
may buy a ready-made dress- 
ing. There can, however, be so 
many interesting variations that 
a salad can have individual 
character each time it is served. 
While there are two types of 
dressing that I keep on hand, 
there are others I like to use 
occasionally. 

French dressing made with 
fine flavored olive oil and sour 
cream to which chives or onion, 
a bit of herb vinegar and the 
usual salt and pepper is first 
choice. I also like a tomato 
dressing for use with unshred- 
ded greens. The recipe for this 
was given to me by the inven- 
tor, a man with gourmet tastes. 

Another one which is particu- 
larly good with the same kind 
of greens has a mayonnaise 
base thinned with chili sauce 
and contains minced crisp vege- 
tables. It might be called a 
Russian dressing. 

Special Tomato. Dressing. 

Three cups canned tomatoes, 
one and one-half-inch slice soft 
bread, one clove garlic, peeled, 
two tablespoons tarragon vine- 
gar, six tablespoons olive oil, 
one and one-half teaspoons salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, one- 
half teaspoon sugar. 

Drain juice from tomatoes. 
Remove crust from bread. Cut 
garlic in three or four pieces, 
insert in bread, and allow to 
remain 30 minutes. Remove 
garlic, and add bread to toma- 
toes. Let soak until soft, and 
beat in vinegar and oil. Add 
seasonings, cover, and chill be- 
fore serving. Yield: about three 
cups,

To one-half cup mayonnaise, 
add one-half cup chili sauce 
and one tablespoon each of 
chopped green pepper, chopped 
onion or chives, and chopped 
celery.
